Walkers 
injured in 
hit and run

Eminence police offi¬ 
cers were looking for a 
maroon passenger vehicle 
April 27 after a report of 
a hit and run accident on 
Jackson Road that injured 
two pedestrians, accord¬ 
ing to Police Chief Kevin 
Kemper. 

Residents Brandon 
Carpenter and Courtney 
Moore told police they 
had parked their car in 
the driveway, walked 
north along the road for 
about 50 feet to avoid 
dew on the grass while 
headed toward the walk¬ 
way to their house, when 
the vehicle struck them 
from behind. 

Kemper suspects the 
passenger side front fend¬ 
er struck Carpenter and 
tossed him into Moore. 
“It was kind of a brush 
that sent them flying,” 
he said. “It wasn’t a solid 
hit.”

Sends 
message to 
stamp out 
hunger

Postal carriers want 
to deliver even more 
donations to the Henry 
County Help Center than 
in last year’s Stamp Out 
Hunger campaign. 

Inspired by the work 
that help center Director 
Joe Durbin does in meet¬ 
ing the community’s 
food needs, Postmaster 
John Donnelly set last 
year’s drive goal at 1,000 
pounds of non-perishable 
goods. 

With the help of postal 
patrons, donations to 
the help center topped 
2,300 pounds, he said. 
Donations took up the 
entire Eminence Post 
Office loading dock when 
they were all collected, 
a far cry from the 10 
pounds brought in during 
2013’s drive. 

This year, postal work¬ 
ers from Eminence, New 
Castle, Pleasureville, 
Smithfield, Bethlehem 
and Lockport want to 
send 3,000 pounds of aid 
to the help center. 

“After seeing what they 
can do, the workers all

Drum Sessions 

Riley developing program to have fun with phonics

Instead of drumming 
phonics into kindergar¬ 
tener’s heads, Eminence 
Independent Schools’ 
teacher Ben Riley will let his 
students do the drumming 
themselves. 

It’s all a part of his edu¬ 
cational philosophy to keep 
lessons fun and exciting for 
the children. 

His methods quickly 
made an impression on his 
students. In his first year as 
a teacher, kindergartener 
Bryce Berry nominated 
Riley for the Teachers Who 
Made a Difference Award 
from the University of 
Kentucky’s College of 
Education. 

“Mr. Riley is my first

The Henry County Fiscal Court’s 
Roads Committee paved the way for 
more discussion on what it would cost 
state crews to improve Highway 389 
for another two miles, as the state 
recommended paving Sulphur Road 
and Woods Pike at the April 21 fiscal 
court meeting. 

Discussion about completing the 
last half of a planned four-mile stretch 
on 389 came on the same evening 
when the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet’s chief engineer for District 5, 
Matt Bullock, presented rural second¬ 
ary road resurfacing recommendations

Mark Fassio 
named sub 
of the year

Mark Fassio, who received the 
Kelly Education Services award for 
Substitute Teacher of the Year two 
days after starting a new round of 
chemotherapy, expects to return to 
the classroom soon. 

A long-time instructor for Junior 
ROTC at Henry County High 
School, Fassio underwent surgery 
for a bowel obstruction in 2012. 

What was thought to be scar tissue 
or Chohn’s disease turned out to be 
Stage IV appendiceal cancer. 

Fassio received more than 30 
chemo treatments and three major 
surgeries as a result, according to his 
Caringbridge blog. Doctors found no 
evidence of disease in 2013, but saw 
signs that he needed a pill form of 
chemotherapy and other medical mea¬ 
sures since. 

On April 21, Fassio began a new 
round of treatment that will continue 
until his health is reassessed in July. 
“It’s just another stage of trying to fix 
what’s in me,” Fassio said. 

Kelly Educational Staffing represen¬ 
tatives Shelley Summerlin, Nancy Kirk 
and Nikki Greene presented the award 
to Fassio April 23 as part of National 
Substitute Teacher Week. Watching 
the presentation at the Henry County 
Public Schools Board of Education 
offices were Eastern Elementary 
Principal Chelsey Tingle, who nomi¬ 
nated Fassio, and Superintendent Tim 
Abrams.

Raising even more 
money to benefit Relay 
for Life at this year’s 
Hope Jam May 16 
would be music to the 
Eminence Speaker team’s 
ears. 

Advance tickets are 
on sale now through the 
Kentucky Renaissance 
Fair, the event’s venue, 
for $15 each at its web¬ 
site, www.kyrenfaire.com. 
On the day of show, con¬ 
cert goers can buy tickets 
for $20. 

For the first time, 
Hope Jam will offer a 
VIP section with a cov¬ 
ered tent, private bar, 
tables and chairs and 


access to the front of the 
stage for $40 each. 

“This is our second 
Hope Jam,” team mem¬ 
ber Lisa Willhite said. 
“We started our Relay 
team about three years 
ago. Last year, since 
we’re in the music indus¬ 
try, we said, 'Let’s do a 
concert.’” 

The 40 members of 
the Eminence Speaker 
team put a lot of effort 
into raising funds in 
order to pay the con¬ 
cert’s expenses, sell 
tickets and arrange other 
logistical matters. 

Each of the company’s 
departments also created 


a themed basket — like 
the one related to tools 
from the maintenance 
department — in order 
to help raise funds for 
the fight against cancer. 

“You start out with 
nothing — you give 
all the money to Relay 
for Life,” she said. “We 
really have to work hard 
and have fundraisers. All 
of Eminence Speaker 
donates a lot of their 
time.” 

The lineup last year 
attracted up to 350 
attendees and raised 
about $2,000, and 
Willhite said the team has 
a goal to outdo that. 


“We really went big 
this year,” she said. 

Hope Jam will feature: 

• Confederate 
Railroad, pictured at 
right, known for such 
country hits as “Jesus 
and Mama,” “Queen 
of Memphis,” “Trashy 
Women,” When You 
Leave That Way You Can 
Never Go Back” and 
“She Never Cried.” 

The band also earned 
the Academy of Country 
Music’s Best New Group 
Award in 1993 and 
numerous nominations 
for other awards, includ¬ 
ing from the Country 
Music Association, the 


British Country Music 
Foundation and a 
Grammy. 

• Singer-songwriter 
Chase Skinner from 
Kentucky, whose music is 
described as country with 
a rock edge. 

• Six Miles South, 


whose high-energy stage 
show features original 
and country covers.

teacher,” Berry wrote 
in the nomination. “He 
has been great. He calls 
us rock stars. We sing 
and play on iPads. He is 
nice.” 

The kindergarteners 
play games to learn let¬ 
ters, sounds, numbers, 
simple math, read the 
calendar, count up a daily 
bank deposit and more. 

“I was definitely 
shocked to get it - in a 
good way,” Riley said. 

“It was kind of humbling 
and exciting at the same 
time. It’s an encourage¬ 
ment to keep doing 
what I’m doing and to 
continue trying to make 
learning important to 
little people.” 

A 2013 graduate 
of UK’s College of 
Education, Riley first 
took a job as a long-term 
substitute at Fayette 
County schools before 
being attracted to 
Eminence. 

He learned about EIS 
after his college student 
teaching supervisor, 

Mary Ann Vimont, paid 
a visit here and let Riley 
know that Eminence 
Schools is a district that 
values innovative meth¬ 
ods and wants innovative 


teachers. 

Bringing music into 
the kindergarten class 
is one tool that Riley 
uses. He will combine 
an electronic drum kit 
and an algorithm used 
in Internet search func¬ 
tions, known as Markov’s 
chain, to teach the basics 
of making letter sounds 
and putting them togeth¬ 
er in the proper order. 

It’s like the game the 
students get to play in 
class, “Letter Heroes.” 

In it, Riley will take a 
simple word, like “pat,” 
to teach the children 
how the individual 
sounds combine. He has 
each child say the letter 
one at a time when cued. 
“Puh,” “ah,” “teh,” 
faster and faster until it 
sounds like the whole 
word. 

Riley has applied for 
a grant to buy an elec¬ 
tronic drum kit, where 
the drums will be pro¬ 
grammed with individual 
letter sounds. 

The way he envisions 
it, the program could 
give students the series of 
words with commonali¬ 
ties for the students to 
tap out on the drums, 
such as cat, rat and fat, 
using different drums 
to create the individual 
letter sounds and form 
the sound sequences to 
create the whole word 


out loud. Getting the 
first word right will allow 
them to move on to a 
second. 

If students have 
trouble, the program will 
be able to focus on the 
problem areas. 

If the students need 


more of a challenge, 

Riley could see changing 
two of the letters, instead 
of just one, when they 
get the first word right. 

When a student makes 
the entry on the drums is 
where the Markov chain 
function comes in. Riley 


noted teachers could 
enter words to work on 
into the program. 

When Riley first came 
up with this educational 
idea, he was reading 
“This Is Your Brain on 
Music,” penned by a 
rocker-turned-neurosci¬ 
entist Daniel Levitin and 
felt inspired. 

With children being 
able to distinguish 
between pitches, notes 
and rhythms from an 
early age, Riley said the 
children will improve 
their phonics and better 
understand sequenc¬ 
ing. The emphasis on 
sequencing will strength¬ 
en their ability to read 
from left to right and top 
to bottom, a major hur¬ 
dle for kindergarteners. 

Plus, using the drums 
will crank up the volume 
on the fun they have in 
the classroom and the 
engagement the students 
will have in their lessons. 

“Phonics needs to con¬ 
nect with something stu¬ 
dents know, can engage 
in and connect to other 
meaningful things in the 
world,” he explained. 

“I think that music and 
rhythm do just that.” 

While receiving his 
award at an April 18 
ceremony at UK, Riley 
also accepted the College 
of Education’s Friend 
of the College Award 


on behalf of Eminence 
Independent Schools. 

The school district and 
Superintendent Buddy 
Berry, also a College of 
Education alumnus, went 
through the college’s 
P20 Next Generation 
Leadership Academy, 
according to the news 
release. Berry now serves 
on the college’s Next 
Generation Leadership 
Team helping other 
schools achieve the same 
goals. 

Teachers Who Make 
a Difference is a pro¬ 
gram offered by UK 
women’s basketball 
coach Matthew Mitchell 
and the UK College of 
Education that hon¬ 
ors educators across 
Kentucky and beyond 
each year for impacting 
and inspiring students, 
according to information 
from the university. 

What goes for the 
musical phonics lessons, 
goes for all that Riley 
teaches the children. 

“I’m all about doing 
it differently and hav¬ 
ing fun while you do 
it, because I think that 
makes it more important 
to little people,” Riley 
said. “Basically, the most 
important part to me 
is it has to be engaging 
before they’ll learn it, 
and this is a way to make 
it fun and engaging.”

A recent news article 
that went largely unno¬ 
ticed involved a young 
girl and her class 
photo. 

An Ohio eighth- 
grader named Sophie 
chose a black t-shirt 
with the word 
“FEMINIST” in white 
letters across the front 
to wear on class photo 
day. She had worn the 
shirt before, it did not 
break any dress code 
standards and no one 
said anything to her 
about it on that day. 

Imagine her surprise 
when she received her 
class photo and discov¬ 
ered that the word on 
her t-shirt had been 
photoshopped out, 
leaving her wearing a 
plain black shirt. 

It was discovered 
that the school prin¬ 
cipal requested the 
letters be digitally 
removed from Sophie’s 
shirt to avoid any 
“unintended contro¬ 
versies” as the word is 
considered by some to 
be “offensive.” 

Seriously? 

In a time and age 
when we hardly bat an 
eye to reports of 3,500 
dead in Nepal or the

a woman, we’re going 
to get upset by the 
word feminist? 

I have never self- 
identified as a feminist, 
but after looking up 
the definition, I think 
I could. I consider 
myself to be a strong, 
intelligent, indepen¬ 
dent woman with a 
mind of my own. I am 
in a position of leader¬ 
ship at my workplace 
and would hope that 
I am paid the same 
amount of money as 
a man with similar 
qualifications doing 
the same job. I would 
also advocate that giv¬ 
ing women the right to 
vote was a pretty darn 
good thing. 


If that makes me a 
feminist in some peo¬ 
ple’s eyes, then so be 
it.

The deeper issue 
here is in freedom of 
speech - a guaranteed 
right in this country.

As a journalist, I par¬ 
ticularly like this stan¬ 
dard as it gives me the 
freedom to report the 
truth and holds others 
accountable for what 
they say. 

You are free to say 
whatever you want, no 
matter how stupid or 
enlightened, accept¬ 
able or offensive, but 
you should also be 
prepared for the conse¬ 
quences. 

Flashback to the 
Dixie Chicks’ lead 


singer Natalie Maines’ 
notorious statement 
right before the Iraq 
War that the music 
group was “ashamed 
that the President of 
the United States is 
from Texas.” She was 
completely free to say 
it, but her words sent 
the group into obscu¬ 
rity after the country 
music industry basi¬ 
cally blacklisted the 
group and its songs as 
a result. 

Rush Fimbaugh tried 
his luck as a sports 
commentator with 
ESPN. His stint was 
short-lived follow¬ 
ing his opinion about 
the hype surrounding 
Philadelphia Eagles 
quarterback Donovan 
McNabb. He basically 
asserted that McNabb’s 
fame was not skill- 
based, but was a cre¬ 
ation of the press when 
he said, “the media has 
been very desirous that 
a black quarterback 
do well. They’re inter¬ 
ested in black coaches 
and black quarterbacks 


doing well.” He said 
this on Sept. 28. He 
resigned from ESPN 
on Oct. 1.

Was it 
because of a protest or 
because of guys out for 
a walk one night who 
decide to kill some 
Americans, what differ¬ 
ence at this point does 
it make?” It’s likely 
that it made a differ¬ 
ence to the families of 
those killed and it will 
likely make a difference 
for her during this next 
presidential campaign. 

Again, say what you 
want, but be prepared 
for the consequences. 

In an interesting 
twist, the principal’s 
attempt to censor a 
student’s freedom of 
speech, albeit with 
arguably good inten¬ 
tions, has resulted in 


a backlash against her 
words. Saying the word 
feminist was possibly 
offensive was obviously 
offensive to some, and 
definitely offensive 
to Sophie in light of 
her First Amendment 
rights. She has a right 
to that opinion, but 
her opinion led her 
to take action that 
squashed the freedom 
of another. Not cool, 
Ms. Principal. 

Saying something 
offensive is fine. It’s 
actually very difficult 
NOT to offend some¬ 
one these days. I’m 
fairly sure I’ve said 
something that has 
offended someone at 
some point in my life. 

I have that right. But 
everyone else on the 
planet that hears me 
has the right to not 
like what I have to 
say, and to hold me 
accountable. 

Words are powerful, 
and reactions to them 
can be as well. Proceed 
with caution.

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“I would like to nomi¬ 
nate Col. Mark Fassio for 
his dedication to our stu¬ 
dents,” Tingle wrote in 
her nomination. cc He is 
outstanding with the stu¬ 
dents and instantly fos¬ 
ters bonds with the stu¬ 
dents.

He often snatches up 
days when I need a last- 
minute substitute.” 

Fassio thanked Tingle 
for nominating him. He 
also expressed some sur¬ 
prise, because he’d only 
subbed at Eastern about 
six times and expected 
the nomination to come 
from the high school, 
where he put in many 
more days. 

“I love it at Eastern,” 
he said to Tingle. 

“You’ve done a good 
job. I really appreciate 
you letting me [sub] out 


there. 

“Thank you and the 
school for letting me 
continue to sub,” Fassio 
turning to the others. “I 
miss the ROTC days, but 
I don’t mind being semi- 
retired. Kelly Services, 
too — thank you all, 
ladies. It’s a great orga¬ 
nization to work for. As 
long as you need me, I’ll 
be there.” 

After the presentation, 
Fassio explained he had 
been getting sidelined 
every week to 10 days 
by extremely painful and 
debilitating abdominal 
spasms. 

“Doctors feel the can¬ 
cer has begun to grow, 
that it has overridden 
the pills I was taking to 
keep it under control,” 
he said. 

His scans have been 
clear for a year and a half, 
but doctors believe the 
cancer has been hiding in 
his fat tissue. From there, 
it’s been growing and 
now presses on and con¬ 
stricts his bowels, causing 
the spasms, they say. 


“I have a very, very 
aggressive cancer that 
tries to beat down the 
medicine, so, hopefully, 
this will be a booster 
for me... It’ll be a more 
effective cage for the can¬ 
cer because what I have 
been doing right now 
isn’t working,” Fassio 
said. 

There are side effects 
to deal with, including 
losing his hair, facial 
rashes, diarrhea and 
fatigue. 

Fassio expects to have 
a period of adjustment to 
the new chemo regime, 
but he wants to resume 
substituting when he 
can. Because the chemo 
doesn’t work right away, 
he’s at a place now where 
the spasm attacks and the 
side effects of the treat¬ 
ment create a one-, two 
punch to his system. 

“I don’t envision the 
chemotherapy holding 
me back — I subbed 
the last time I was on 
chemo,” Fassio said. “I 
don’t want to give up 
subbing. I like it. There 


will be good days but, 
right now, body first. 
You’ve got to take care 
of yourself first before 
you can help others.” 

Fassio feels hon¬ 
ored and humbled by 


receiving the Substitute 
Teacher of the Year 
Award. 

“Winning the award 
just energizes me to 
knock this cancer out, 
or at least reduce it,” he 


said. “It energizes me 
to shrink this cancer and 
push it aside and get 
back in the trenches. So, 
it’s a motivator for me, 
not just an honor.” 


PAVING 
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for Henry County. 

Even after the General 
Assembly’s attempt to 
lessen the impact of the 
falling gasoline prices 
on the gas tax and road 
funds, Bullock confirmed 
there has been an impact 
on funding for Henry 
County’s rural secondary 
roads program. 

“It isn’t as bad as it 
could have been, but 
there has been a reduc¬ 
tion,” he said. 

After the meeting, 
the allocation for Henry 
County had been $1.06 
million for mainte¬ 
nance, flex funds and 
road resurfacing before 
the gas tax reductions, 
Bullock said. After 
General Assembly acted 
to put in a floor on the 
gas tax, Henry County’s 
allocation went down to 
$885,890, including a 5 
percent reduction in flex 
funds. 

The rural secondary 
routes funding depends 
on the gas tax, the 
number of road miles 
the state maintains and 
administrative costs and 
availability of carryover 
funds, he said. 

The state maintains 
about 144 miles of sec¬ 
ondary roads in Henry 
County at approxi¬ 
mately $4,400 per mile. 
Counties have the option 
of taking 15 or 20 per¬ 
cent off the top the pot 
of road money as discre¬ 
tionary funds, and local 


officials can either use 
those on county roads 
or give back to the state 
for rural secondary roads, 
the engineer explained. 

As far as road resurfac¬ 
ing projects go, Bullock 
recommended tack¬ 
ling about 2.5 miles of 
Sulphur Road and about 
1.8 miles of Woods Pike. 
As discussed, some of 
the discretionary funds 
would go toward the 
work on Woods Pike. 

Judge-Executive John 
Fogan Brent gave the 
floor to members of the 
road committee to share 
their thoughts about 
how to proceed. 

“Usually, we’re on the 
same page, but that’s not 
always so,” Brent said. 

“I think that this is good 
right here, what you 
brought in tonight. The 
committee’s priorities 
are not necessarily mine, 
so I’d like to give them 
a chance to present to 
you.” 

At a previous meeting, 
the road committee dis¬ 
cussed finishing 389 after 
work just went part way 
on what’s needed, said 
its chairman, Magistrate 
Jerry Beasley. 

Bullock brought up 
the state road depart¬ 
ment’s Mike Nelson 
to help explain for the 
transportation cabinet. 

The original request 
on 389 was to fix more 
than four miles in the 
Fockport area, Nelson 
confirmed. 

“But the pavement 
was in such bad shape 
when I was told to fix it, 
fix everything,” he said.

“The four-mile estimate 
came out way higher 
than anyone expected, so 
they said, Well, we can 
do half of it.’” 

The problem with 
improving the remaining 
two or so miles of 389 is 
it could cost as much as 
$500,000 to rework it to 
repair the road base fail¬ 
ures, Nelson continued. 
If the road department 
just goes in and resur¬ 
faces 389 without repair¬ 
ing the base failures, he 
doubts the repairs would 
last very long. It might 
take five years, but the 
road would continue to 
break down and would 
shortly need a significant 
amount of work again. 

“So, you’re recom¬ 
mending that we just go 
off and leave it and go 
somewhere else then?” 
road committee member 
and Magistrate Mike 
Fisher asked. 

With the money allot¬ 
ted, the state could 
throw a piece of blacktop 
over it, Nelson said. The 
road would need some 
extensive milling because 
humps have formed. It 
also might need about 
three inches of blacktop 
to finish it up, which 


would drive up the costs. 

“With the money we 
have allotted, I don’t feel 
we can fix it adequately 
for it to last the time we 
want it to,” Nelson said. 

“So, just leave it like it 
is and go on somewhere 
else?” Fisher asked. 

“I’m not saying leave 
it like it is and go on 
somewhere else,” Nelson 
said. “I’m saying maybe 
in future years...” 

“Maybe. Yeah, ‘Future 
years,”’ Fisher said. 
“Maybe next year, maybe 
10 years.” 

“Might be,” Nelson 
said. 

“That’s my peace,” 
Fisher said. 

“Do you think it will 
be plausible to use dis¬ 
cretionary funds to finish 
Woods Pike from Salt 
Creek back to 22 and 
take the remaining bal¬ 
ance and start where we 
left off on 389, go as far 
as we can and fix it prop¬ 
erly?” asked Magistrate 
Nick Hawkins, also a 
member of the road 
committee. 

Nelson didn’t think 
the discretionary money 
would take the work 
on 389 much farther, 
adding he believes just

repairing the road base 
would cost $250,000 for 
the remaining two miles. 

“We had this conver¬ 
sation with our leaders 
in Frankfort when we 
were there just about a 
month ago,” Hawkins 
said. “With the fund¬ 
ing we receive and the 
amount of miles we have, 
it allows us to blacktop 
every road once every 25 
years. Rough situation.” 

Hawkins asked his 
fellow road committee 
members and magistrates 
if it would be fair to get 
an estimate on what the 
cost of the remaining 
work would be before 
deciding how to spend 
the county’s discretion¬ 
ary funds. That would 
tell how far those funds 
could go on 389. 

“Whatever we can 
do for 389 we need to 
do,” Fisher said. “When 
we were up there in 
Frankfort, they looked us 
right in the eye and said 
we decide where we want 
to put this money.” 

But, from what trans¬ 


portation officials are 
saying, there just isn’t 
enough money to do all 
the work needed on 389, 
Brent said. 

With the consent of his 
fellow road committee 
members, Hawkins pro¬ 
posed accepting the rural 
secondary road resurfac¬ 
ing recommendations 
and bringing up how to 
proceed with the discre¬ 
tionary funds at a later 
meeting. 

All magistrates voted 
to accept the resurfacing 
recommendations. 

If the road commit¬ 
tee wants to meet with 
Bullock, they can, Brent 
said. The issue remains 
that there just isn’t 
enough money to com¬ 
plete 389. 

“We need to do what¬ 
ever we can do to fix the 
road,” Fisher said. 

“So, if it takes all 
$300,000 and only does 
a mile, would you still be 
in favor of it? Brent said. 

“We’ll have to discuss 
it,” Fisher said. 
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Adult ed needs help 
to pull more students 
from the community 

Henry County Adult Education hopes the commu¬ 
nity can help bring more students into the program, 
according to Betty Rankin, the Henry County site 
coordinator. 

“Each county must meet specific goals in order to 
keep their grants,” she said. “Henry County Adult 
Education’s enrollment goal for 2014-2015 is to serve 
153 students. In order for a student to be enrolled, 
they must attend at least 12 hours. To date, we have 
enrolled 61 students, which is only 39 percent of our 
goal. 

“We need to get the word out to the 1,529 people 
in the county age 18 to 64 without a high school 
diploma or GED,” she continued. “Helping these 
individuals earn a GED will empower them and 
improve our community workforce.” 

The grant money can only be spent on salaries, cur¬ 
riculum and office supplies. Rankin said adult educa¬ 
tion can give away small incentives to encourage stu¬ 
dents’ success, and this is where community members 
can help. 

Adult education officials want to catch the attention 
of individuals who might not otherwise consider tak¬ 
ing classes by having a monthly drawing. 

“Donated items may include products or gift cards 
from your company or another Henry County busi¬ 
ness,” she said. 

Donated items will be displayed each month for the 
drawing, and the winning students would choose his 
or her prize, which would be labeled with the donor’s 
name and a press release will be issued.

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got excited about it and 
they want to do better 
this year,” Donnelly said. 

Just like in the nation¬ 
wide Stamp Out Hunger 
campaign, local postal 
workers ask customers 
to place non-perishable 
food items in a sturdy 
bag, either in their mail¬ 
boxes or beside them on 
Saturday, May 9, and put 
their flags up. 

Mail carriers will pick 
up the donations while 
on their routes. 

Before the drive, postal 
workers plan to leave 
bags donated by Norm’s 
Grocery with a Stamp 
Out Hunger card stapled 
to them. Donnelly 
learned from a carrier in 
La Grange that gives resi¬ 
dents notice and makes 
them more apt to donate 
food. 

In all, the campaign 
will reach out to 5,000 
households in Henry 
County. 

Stamp Out Hunger 
makes a difference, hav¬ 
ing collected more than 
one billion pounds of 
food nationally since its 
inception. Donnelly said 
the donations it receives 
make it the largest single- 
day food drive anywhere. 

“Everything we get 
goes across the street,” 
he said, referring to the 
help center, located in the 
old Eminence Methodist 
Church. “Joe uses every¬ 
thing. No matter how 
small you think might be, 
he will use it.” 

The help center’s mis¬ 
sion to feed families 
benefits from almost 
universal support from 
churches, businesses and 


about 150 volunteers. 

The help center, in the 
last year or so, opened six 
new distribution centers 
in communities around 
Henry County and fed 
more than 15,000. For 
these and other reasons, 
the help center recently 
received the Dare to Care 
Food Bank’s Agency of 
the Year Award. 

In providing food aid 
to 800 Henry County 
families, the stockpiles 
can shrink quickly, help 
center Director Joe 
Durbin noted. When 
the Stamp Out Hunger 
drive happened last year, 
the help center had hit a 
slow time in donations, 
but the postal campaign 
arrived in time to fill in 
those gaps. 

The donations totaled 
more than a ton of food 
and filled every table in 
the help center’s main 
room, Durbin recalled. 

“Last year, when they 
did it, we were really low 
on vegetables and canned 
goods,” he said. “What 
they did, that carried us 
through, that made sure 
that everybody we’re 
helping in Henry County 
continued to get canned 
goods.” 

Durbin hopes Henry 
County residents will be 
as generous this year in 
order to help their neigh¬ 
bors. 

He appreciates the mail 
carriers coming through. 
Last year, he remembered 
that a terrible thunder¬ 
storm struck the area on 
the same day the postal 
workers had to collect the 
bags. 

“Every time I see 
them, they’re pumped 
up abut helping the help 
center,” Durbin said. 
“They’re a good group 
to have on your side.”

Sharing essential information on essential oils

By now, you’ve likely 
heard about essential oils, 
but may not be familiar 
with what they are and 
their benefits and risks. 

Essential oils are highly 
concentrated oils derived 
from plants. 

While used for centu¬ 
ries, their popularity has 
recently soared, especially 
among individuals look¬ 
ing for natural healing 
options rather than pre¬ 
scription medications. 

Our U.K. health spe¬ 
cialist has shared some 
information from the 
Mayo Clinic and the 
University of Minnesota 
on the subject of aroma¬ 
therapy. 

Aromatherapy is how 
essential oils are used. 


While research is lim¬ 
ited into the effectiveness 
of aromatherapy, some 
studies have shown the 
practice may have health 
benefits such as relieving 
anxiety or depression or 
improving health and 
wellness, particularly for 
those who suffer from 
chronic illness. 

Many oils are safe 
when used as directed 
but none are regulated 


by the U. S. Food and 
Drug Administration. 

The oil you choose to 
use depends on the ail¬ 
ment you hope to relieve 
or cure. 

No medically endorsed 
list exists that speci¬ 
fies which oil is best for 
treating particular health 
conditions. 

The chemistry of oils 
will vary among different 
locations, climates, sea¬ 


sons, time of day when 
harvested, packaging 
methods, storage method 
and even among plants. 

This is in vast contrast 
to pharmaceuticals that 
are synthetically repro¬ 
duced to be the same 
each time. 

More research is need¬ 
ed to determine essential 
oils’ effect on children 
and pregnant or breast¬ 
feeding women and how 
the oils might interact 
with other medications 
and treatments. 

Before starting any 
treatment, research the 
oil and consult qualified 
health care professionals. 

Oils can be applied in a 
variety of ways but most 
commonly are rubbed 


directly on the skin or 
inhaled. 

The application meth¬ 
od depends on the health 
condition you have and 
the type of oil you are 
using. 

For example, you 
would most likely apply 
an essential oil topically if 
you were using it to heal 
a wound. 

Oils used for mood 
enhancers are most com¬ 
monly inhaled for fast 
relief. 

Some oils can cause 
skin irritation and should 
not be applied directly to 
the skin. 

Many oils have to be 
diluted with another sub¬ 
stance such as water or 
another oil in order to be 


applied topically. 

Others may produce 
an allergic reaction in 
some individuals or cause 
sun sensitivity. 

If you have questions 
about an application 
method, you should con¬ 
sult an aromatherapist. 

Oils should always be 
stored out of sight and 
away from children. 

Accidental ingestion of 
oils in amounts as small 
as a teaspoon has result¬ 
ed in death.

INSPECTION PERIOD 
FOR THE PROPERTY TAX 
ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Henry County real property tax roll will be 
opened for inspection from May 4 through May 
18, 2015. Under the supervision of the property 
valuation administrator or one of the deputies, any 
person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2015, assessment on 
which state, county, and school taxes for 2015 will 
be due about September 15, 2015. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valu¬ 
ation administrator in the county courthouse and 
may be inspected between the hours 8:30 a.m. 
and 4:00 p.m. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assess¬ 
ment on real property made by the PVA must first 
request a conference with the PVA or a desig¬ 
nated deputy. The conference may be held prior 
to or during the inspection period. 

After the conference with the PVA or desig¬ 
nated deputy, any taxpayer still aggrieved by an 
assessment on real property may appeal to the 
county board of assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by 
filing in person or sending a letter or other written 
petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying 
the property and stating the taxpayer’s opinion of 
the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be received in the county 
clerk’s office no later than one work day following 
the conclusion of the inspection period. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county 
board of assessment appeals, or failing to appear 
before the board, either in person or by desig¬ 
nated representative, will not be eligible to appeal 
directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments 
shall not be made to the county board of assess¬ 
ment appeals. Personal property taxpayers 
shall be served notice under the provisions of 
KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and 
appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 
131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a 
taxpayer does not agree with the assessed value 
of personal property as determined by the prop¬ 
erty valuation administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) 
what he believes to be the fair cash value of his 
property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly 
with the Department of Revenue, Office of Prop¬ 
erty Valuation within 30 days from the date of the 
notice of assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with 
KRS 131.110 

(4) The final decision of the Department of 
Revenue may be appealed to the Kentucky Board 
of Tax Appeals.

Coach Liam Corley 
thought a close call at 
third turned the game 
around early.

was so good in helping 
me with the recovery 
process.” 

Even with great care, 
Jeffries was not physi¬ 
cally ready to resume 
playing basketball until 
the following July. But 
the mental part of recov¬ 
ering from the injury 
took longer. 

“From a physical 
standpoint, I was ready 
to play by July,” he said. 
“But the biggest thing 
for me was teaching 
myself to play hard again 
and not shy away from 
contact. I began to do 
those things again, but 
with a split second of 
hesitation. That is not 
acceptable on the col¬ 
lege level.” 

“He worked really 
hard to rehab and to 
get back in playing 
shape,” Pioneer coach 
Brian Lane said. “The 
thing that impressed me 
throughout the time of 
the injury was that he 
stayed connected with 
the team and continued 
to be a great teammate. 

“Derek worked really 
hard with our sports 
medicine people and 
team doctors. He always 


did what they asked and 
he never cut corners to 
try to get back quicker.” 

As with many fresh¬ 
men, stepping up to 
the collegiate level was 
difficult to begin with 
for Jeffries because the 
speed of the game is so 
much greater. Add in 
the moment of hesita¬ 
tion and it was a strug¬ 
gle for Jeffries to get to 
where he needed to be 
to contribute for Transy. 
But he continued to 
work and eventually 
played in 10 games for 
the Pioneers during his 
sophomore season. He 
also played in all four 
of their junior varsity 
games. 

“I played a lot in 
those games and played 
well,” Jeffries said. 

“That really helped me 
transition to the varsity 
level.” 

Jeffries said that he 
was often used on the 
scout team as their 
upcoming opponent’s 
best scorer because of 
his ability to play inside 
or outside. He believes 
that will help him going 
into his junior season. 

“Derek continues to 
show progress with his 
quickness and explo¬ 
siveness to the basket,” 
Lane said. “I know it 
had to be frustrating 


for him during the sea¬ 
son not to be able to 
be back at full strength 
like when he came out 
of high school, but he 
continues to work really 
hard.” 

Because he received a 
medical hardship waiver, 
Jeffries has three years 
of eligibility left and he 
is considering a return 
for a fifth year of school 
after he completes his 
undergraduate degree. 

“I’m on track to 
graduate in four years,” 
he said. “But I’ve given 
myself the option of 
coming back for an extra 
year and getting a sec¬ 
ond degree. That’s the 
silver lining to all of this. 
I have another year to 
get experience and get 
stronger and I can get 
another year of educa¬ 
tion.” 

Jeffries is glad he 
made the decision to 
play at a Division III 
school. 

“College sports at 
any level is what you 
put into it,” he said. 
“Division III schools - if 
you want it, it’s there 
for you. The guys here 
want to be here. They 
could leave or stop play¬ 
ing at any time but they 
want to be here and for 
that reason I’m proud of 
picking Transy. 


“These guys are the 
closest I’ve ever been to 
my teammates and that 
is not a knock on my 
high school teammates,” 
Jeffries continued. “In 
college you practice 
with them more, travel 
together and live togeth¬ 
er. We are together so 
much that bond with 
everybody is more spe¬ 
cial.” 

Jeffries, whose 
grandfather, the late 
Larry Jeffries, played 
at Transylvania in the 
1950’s, has another 
reason to consider stick¬ 
ing around for an extra 
season. His brother, 
Jackson, who had his 
senior year cut short by 
a foot injury, is going 
to Transy as a basketball 
player next fall. 

“We are excited about 
being here together,” 
Jeffries said. “He’s my 
best friend. It will be 
good for both of us. I 
am going to try to help 
him avoid the mistakes 
that freshmen tend to 
make.

“In high school we 
were never on the floor 
together,” he continued. 
“It’s been a dream for us 
to play together. Now, 
we may have that oppor¬ 
tunity.”
